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IF  Wit  has  truly  been  defin  d  a  Propriety  of  Thoughts  and  Words^ 
then  that  Definition  will  extend  to  all  forts  of  Poetry  ;  ancf  a- 
mongft  the  reft,  to  this  prefent  Entertainment  of  an  Opera.  Pro- 
priety of  Thought  is  that  Fancy  which  arifes  naturally  from  the 
Subjed,  or  which  the  Poet  adapts  to  it.  Propriety  of  Words,  is  the 
cloathing  of  thofe  Thoughts  with  fuch  Expreffions,  as  are  naturally 
proper  to  them  :  And  from  both  thefe,  if  they  are  judicioufly  per- 
forni'd,  the  delight  of  Poetry  refults.    An  Opera  is  a  Poetical  Tale, 
or  FicSbion,  reprefented  by  Vocal  and  Iftrumental  Mufick,  adorn'd 
with  Scenes,  Machines,and  Dancing.  The  fuppos'd  Perfons  of  this 
Mufical  Drama^  are  generally  fupernatural,  as  Gods, and  Goddefles, 
and  Heroes,  which  at  lead  are  defcended  from  them,  and  are  in  duer 
time,  to  be  adopted  into  their  Number.  The  Subjed  therefore  being 
extended  beyond  the  Limits  ot  Humane  Nature,  admits  of  that  fore 
of  marvellous  and  furprizing  Condudj  which  is  rejed:ed  in  other 
Plays.  Humane  Impolfibilties  are  to  be  receiv'd,  as  they  are  in  Faith  ; 
becaufe  where  Gods  are  introduc'd,  a  Supreme  Power  is  to  beun- 
derftood,  and  fecond  Caufes  are  out  of  doors :    Yet  Propriety  is 
to  be  obierv'd  even  here.  The  Gods  are  all  to  manage  their  peculiar 
Prov^inces;  and  what  was  attributed  by  the  Heathens  to  one  Power, 
ought  not  to  be  performed  by  any  other.  Phoelm  muft  foretel,  Mer^ 
cury  charm  with  his  Caduceiis^  and  Juno  mud  reconcile  the 

Quarrels  of  the  Marriage-Bed.  To  conclude,  they  n-uft  all  acft 
according  to  their  diflind  and  peculiar  Characters.  If  the  Perfons 
reprefented  were  to  fpeak  upon  the  Stage,  it  wou'd  follow  of  necef- 
fity^  That  the  Expreffions  fliould  be  Lofty,  Figurative,  and  Majelli- 
cai :  But  the  Nature  of  an  O^era  denies  the  frequent  ufe  of  thofe 
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Poetical  Ornaments:  For  Vocal  Mufick,  though  it  often  admits  a 
Loftinefs  of  Sound  ;  yet  always  exads  an  harmonious  Sweetnels  : 
or  to  diftinguifh  yet  more  juftly,  The  recitative  Part  of  the  Opfra 
requires  a  more  Mafculine  Beauty  of  ExprefTion  and  Sound  :  The 
other,  which  (for  want  of  a:  proper  Englifh  Word)  I  mud:  call 
The  Songtfl)  ?art^  muft  abound  in  the  Softnefs  and  Variety  of  Num- 
bers ;  its  principal  Intention,  being  to  pleafe  the  Hearing,  rather 
than  to  gratific  the  Undcrftanding.    It  appears  indeed  prepoflerous 
at  firft  fight,  That  Rhirae,  on  any  confideration  fliould  take  place 
of  Rcrfon.  But  in  order  to  refolve  the  Probleme,  this  fundamental 
Proportion  muft  be  fetled,  That  the  firft  Inventors  of  any  Art  or 
vScicncc,  provided  they  have  brought  it  to  perfcdion,  are,  in  rea- 
l©n,  to  give  Laws  to  it ;  and  according  to  their  Model,  all  after- 
undertakers  are  to  build.   Thus  in  Epique  Poetry,  no  Man  ought 
to  dilpute  the  Authority  of  Horner^  who  gave  the  firft  Being  to 
that  Mailer-piece  of  Art,  and  endued  it  with  that  Form  of  Perfedi- 
on  in  all  its  Parts,  tli^t  nothing  was  wanting  to  its  excellency. 
V'trgil  tlierefore,  and  thofe  very  few  who  have  fuccceded  him,  en- 
denvour'd  not  to  introduce  or  innovate  any  thing  in  a  Defign  afrea- 
dy  perfeiftcd,  but  imitated  the  Plan  of  the  Inventor;  and  are  only 
fo  far  true  Heroick  Poets,  as  they  have  built  on  the  Foundations  of 
jRomer.    1\\m  Pindar^  the  Author  of  thofe  Odes  ,  (which  are  fo 
admirably  reftorUby  Mr.  Cowley  in  our  Language,  )  ought  for  ever 
to  be  tlie  Standard  of  them;  and  we  arc  bound  according  to  the 
prac3:ice  of  JFJvrace       Mr.  Cowley ,  to  Copy  him-    Now,  to  apply 
this  Auxiom  to  our  jprefent  purpofe,  whofoever  undertakes  the  wri- 
ting o{  an- O/^fr^,  (/which  is  a  modern  invention,  though  built  in- 
deed, on  the  Foundations  of  Ethnick  VVoi'diip  , }  is  oblig'd  to  imi- 
tate the  Defign  of  the  Italians^  wlio  have  not  only  invented,  but 
brought  to  per/edion,  this  fort  of  Dramatlck  Mufical  Entertain- 
ment. (  have  not  been  able,  by  any  fearch,  to  get  any  light  either* 
of  thetime,  when  it  began,  or  of  the  firft  Author.  Bat  I  have  pro- 
bable Rcafons,  which  induce  me  to, believe,  tliat  fome  Itiil/jMs  ha-- 
ving.curioully  obferv'd  the  Gallantries  of  the  Spayiijh  Moors  at  their 
Zamhras^  or  Royal  Feafts,  where  Mufick,  Songs,  and  Dancing 
were  in  perfection;  together  with  their  Machines,  which  are  ufual' 
at  their  Sortihi  s^  or  running  at  the  Ring,  and  other  Solemnities, 
sTiay  poftibly  have  refin'd  upon  thofe  Morefqpe  Divertife-ments,  and' 
produc'd  this  delightjul  Entertainmenc,  by  leaving  out  the  warlike 
Coct.of.the  Caroufels^^  and  forming^a  Poetical:  DeAgct  for  the  ufe  of 
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the  Machines,  the  Songs,  and  Dances.  Bat  however  it  began, 
(  for  this  is  only  conjccftural,  )  we  know  that  for  fome  Centuries, 
the  knowledge  of  Nfafick  has  flourlfh^J  principaliy  in  Italy^  the  Mo- 
ther of  Learning  and  of  Arts;  that  Poetry  and  Painting  have  been 
there  reftor'd  and  fo  cultivated  by  Italian  Mafters^  That  all  Europe 
has  been  enriched  out  of  their  Treafury,  aud  the  other  Parts  of  it 
in  relation  to  thofe  delightful  Arts,  are  ftill  a smuch  Provincial  to 
Jtaly^  as  they  were  in  the  time  of  the  Roman  Empire.  Their  firft 
Opera's  feem  to  have  been  intended  for  the  Celebration  of  tlie  Mar- 
riages of  their  Princes,  or  for  the  Magnificence  of  fome  general  time 
of  Joy.  Accordingly  the  Ex  pen  ces  of  them  were  from  the  Purfe 
of  the  Sovereign,  or  of  the  Rcpublick,  as  they  are  flill  praAis'd  ai 
Venice^  Roroe^  and  other  Places  at  their  Carnivals.  Sauoj  and  Flo- 
rence have  often  us'd-them  intheir  Courts,  at  the  Weddings  of  their 
Dukes:  And  at  r«r/>;  particularly,  was  performed  x\\^  Tajlor  Fidoy. 
written  by  the  fa-mous  Quariniy  which  is  aT'aftoral  Opera  made  to 
folemnize  the  Marriage  of  a  Dul^  of  Savoy,  The  Prologue  oi  it  has^ 
given  the  Defign  to  all  the  French ;  which  is  a  Complement  to  the 
Sovereign  Pou  er  by  fome  God  or  Goddefles ;  fo  that  it  looks  no  lefs 
thanakind  of  Embaffie  from  Heaven  to  EartJi.l  faid  in|ihe  beginnlnj^ 
of  this  Preface,  that  the  Perfonsreprefented  in  Opera  are  general- 
]y  Gods ,  Goddeffes  ,  and  Heroes  defccnded  from  them,  who  are 
fuppos'd  to  be  their  peculiar  Care;  whlclv  hinders  not,  Buttliat 
meaner  Perfons  may  fometimes  gracefully  be  introduc'd,  efpecialiy, 
if  they  have  relation  to  thofe  firil  Times,  which  Poets  call  the  GoU 
den  A'je  :  wherein  by  reafon  of  their  Innocence,' thofe  happy  Mor- 
tals \\Tre  fuppos'd  to  have  had  a  more  familiar  Intercourfe  with  Su- 
periour  Beings ;  and  therefore  Shepherds  miglit  rtafonably  be  ad- 
mitted, as  ot  all  Callings,  tlie  moft  innocent,  the  moft  happy,  and; 
who  by  reafon  of  the  fpare  Time  they  had,  in  their  almoft  idle 
Employment,  had  moft  leifure  to  make  Verfcs,  and  to  be  in  Love;; 
without  fomewhat  of  which  PafTion  ,  no  Opsra  can  pofiibly  fub* 
fill. 

'Tis  almoft  necdlefs  to  fpcak  any  thing  of  that  noble  Language,, 
in  which  this  Mufical  Drama  was  firfljnvenict!  and  performed.  All,> 
w  ho  ar^  Gonverfajit  in  the  Italian^  cannot  but  obfcrve,  that  it  is 
tiie  fofteft,  the  fuwteft,  the  moft  harmonious,  not  only  of  any 
modern  Tongue,  but  even- beyond  any  of  the  Learned.  It  feems- 
indeed  to  hiive  been  invented  for  the  fake  of  i^oetry  and  Mufick  ;,- 
tiie.  Vowels  arc  fo  abounding. in  all  Words,  cfpeciaity  in  the  Termi- 
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nations  of  them,  that  excepting  fome  few  MonofyllaWes,  the  whofe 
Language  ends  in  them.  Then  the  Pronunciation  is  fo  Manly,  and 
fo  Sonorous ,  that  their  very  Speaking  has  more  of  Mufick  in  it 
than  Dutch  Poetry^  and  Song,  It  has  withal  derived  fo  much  Co- 
pioufnefs  and  Eloquence  from  the  Greek  Latin^  in  the  Compo- 
fition  of  Words,  and  the  Formation  of  them,  that  (if  after  all  we 
muft  call  it  Barbarous  )  'tis  the  moft  Beautiful  and  moft  Learned 
of  any  Barbarifm  in  Modern  Tongues.  And  we  may,  at  leaft,  as 
juftly'praife  it ,  as  Pyrrhus  did  the  Roman  Difcipline  and  Martial 
Order,  that  iiwzs  o\  Barhar'uns,  (  for  fo  the  (jr<?f  ^  j  call'd  all  other 
Nations,  )  but  had  nothing  in  it  of  Barbarity.  This  Language  has 
in  a  manner  been  refin'd  and  purify'd  from  the  Gothkk^  ever  fince 
the  time  oi  Dante  ;  which  is  above  Four  Hundred  Years  ago  ;  and 
the  Frenchy  who  now  cafl  a  longing  Eye  to  their  Country,  are  not 
lefs  ambitious  to  pofTefs  their  Elegance  in  Poetry  and  Mufick ;  in 
boch  which  they  labour  at  Impofhbilities.  'Tis  true  indeed,  they 
have  reformed  their  Tongue,  and  brought  both  their  Profe  and  Poe- 
tr)'  to  aSrandard  ;  the  Sweetnefs,  as  well  as  the  Purity  is  much  im- 
proved, by  throwing  off  the  unnecellary  Confonants,  which  made 
their  Spelling  tedious,  an  d  their  Pronunciation  harlh :  But  after  all, 
as  nothing  can  be  improved  beyond  its  own  Specie S:>  or  farther  than 
its  original  Nature  wif]  allow;  as  an  ill  Voice,  though  never  fo 
throughly  inftrud:ed  in  the  Rules  of  Mufick,  can  never  be  brought 
to  ling  harmonioufly,  nor  many  an  honeft  Cririck  ever  arrive  to 
be  a  good  Poet ;  fo  neither  can  the  natural  Harlhnefs  of  the  French^ 
or  their  perpetual  ill  Accent,  be  ever  refin'd  into  perfed  Harmony 
like  the /a? /az;/.  The  ^^g///?- has  yet  more  natural  Difadvantages 
than  the  French  :  our  original  Teuicnkk  ccnfifting  moft  in  Mono- 
fvllables,  and  thofe  incumbred  with  Confonants,  cannot  polliblybe 
freed  from thofe  Inconveniences.  The  reft  of  cur  Words,  which 
are  derived  trom  the  Latin  chiefly,  and  the  French^  with  fome  fmall 
Sprink  lings  of  (7/  irc':^-,/A7/Af;?  and  Sp^ntlh^  are  fome  Relief  in  Poetrj', 
and  help  us  to  foften  our  uncouth  Numbers  ;  which  together  with 
our  E:!giifh  GeniiLs,  incomparably  beyond  the  trifling  of  the  French^ 
in  all  the  nobler  Parts  of  Verfe,  will  juftly  give  us  the  Prehemi- 
nence.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Etieminacy  of  our  Pronuncia- 
tion, (a  Defect  common  to  us,  and  to  the  D^nes^^  and  our  Scar- 
city ot  Female  Rhimes,  have  left  the  Advantage  of  Mufical  Com - 
pofirion  for  Songs,  though  not  for  Recitative,  to  our  Neighbours.

Through  thefe  Difficulties,  I  have  madealhift  to  ftruggle,in  tnj 
part  of  the  performance  of  this  Op^ra ;  which,  as  mean  as  it  is,  de* 
fervcsat  lead  a  Pardon,  becaufe  it  has  attempted  a  Difcoverybe* 
yond  any  former  Undertaker  of  our  Nation ;  only  remember,  that 
if  there  be  no  North-Eaft  Pallage  to  be  found,  the  Fault  is  in  Na»» 
tur^,  and  not  in  me.  Or,  as  Be^j.  Johrjfon  tells  us  in  the  Akhymift^ 
when  Projection  had  fail'd,  and  the  Glafles  were  all  broken,  there 
was  enough  however  in  the  Bottoms  of  them  to  cure  the  Itch  fo 
I  may  thus  be  pofitive.  That  if  I  have  not  fucceeded,  as  I  defire, 
yet  there  is  fomewhat  ftill  remaining,  to  fatisfic  the  Curiofity  or 
Itch  of  Sight  and  Hearing.    Yet  I  have  no  great  reafon  to  defpair  j. 
for  I  may  without  vanity,  own  fome  Advantages,  which  are  not 
common  to  every  Writer  ;  fuch  as  are  the  knowledge  of  the  Icalzan 
and  French  Language,  and  the  being  converfant  with  fome  of  their 
beft  Performances  in  this  kind  ;  which  have  furnifli'd  me  with  fuch 
variety  of  Meafures,  as  have  given  the  Compofer  Monfieur  Gralut 
what  Occafions  he  cou'd  wifli,  to  Ihew  his  extraordinary  Talent,  in 
diverfifying  tlie  Recitativc,the  Lyrical  Part,  and  the  Chorus  :  In  all 
which,  (not  to  attribute  any  thing  to  my  own  Opinion,  )  the  befir 
Judges,  and  tliofe  too  of  the  beft  Quality,  who  have  honour'd  his 
Rehearials  with  their  Prefence,  have  no  lefs  commended  the  Hap* 
pinefeof  his  Genius  than  his  Skill.    And  let  me  have  the  Liberty 
to  add  one  thing  ;  that  he  hasfo  exadlly  exprels*d  my  Senfe,  in  ail: 
Places,  where  I  intended  to  move  the  Paffions,  that  he  fecms  to- 
have  enter Yl  into  my  Thoughts,  and  to  have  been  the  Poet  as  well 
^s  the  Compofer.    This  I  fay,  not  to  flatter  him,  but  to  do  him 
Right ;  becaufe  amongft  fome  Englifh  Muficians,  and  their  Scho- 
lars, (who  are  fure  tojudge  after  them,  )  the  imputation  of  being, 
a  Frtnch-man^  is  enough  to  make  a  Party,  who  malicioufly  endea- 
vour to  decry  him.    But  the  knowledge  of  Latin  and  Italian  Poet^i. 
both  which  he  pofTelSs,  befides  his  Skill  in  Mufick,  and  his  being 
acquainted  with  all  the  Performances  of  the  French  Opera's^  ad- 
ding to  thefe  the  good  Senfe  to  which  lie  is  born,  having  rais'd  him^ 
to  a  degree  above  any  Man,  who  lhaU  pretend  to  be  his  Rivaton 
our  Stage.    When  any  of  our  Countrey-men  excel!  him,  Ifliall  be 
glad,  for  the  fake  of  old  En^ayiJ^  to  be  ihevvn  my  Errour  ;  in  the 
mean  time,  let  Vertue  be  commended,  tlioughin  the  Pcrfoa  of  Oi 
Stranger.  i  '->ii^ 

If  1  thought  it  convenient,  I  cott'd  here  difcover  fome  Rule* 
which!  have  given  to^myfeU^  ia  writing  of  zsl- opera  in  geaeral; 
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and  oFthis  Op/:ra  in  particular  :  But  Iconnder,that  the  Efieci  would 
onlv  be^to  have  \r\y  own  performance  meaiur'd  by  the  Laws  I  gave; 
and  coniequently  to  let  ijp  Ibme  Uttle  Judges,  w  ho  not  undcrftan- 
ding  throughly,  wou'd  be  fure  to  fall  upon  the  Faults,  and  not  to 
ffcknowlcdge  any  of  t:ie  Beauties ;  (an  Iiard  meaiure  w  hich  I  have 
otren  found  tVom  talfe  Criticks.  )  Kcre  therefore,  it  they  will  Cri- 
ticize, thev  ihall  do  it  out  of  their  own  FoxJ ;  but  let  them  be  nrft 
Qlmr'd^that  their  Ears  are  nice  ;for  their  is  neither  w  ritingnor  judgr 
ing  on  this  Subject,  without  that  good  quahty.    *Tis  no  eafie  Mat- 
ter in  our  l-angu..ge  to  rnake  Words  lo  Imcoth,  and  Numbers  fo 
Jiarmonious,  that  thty  ihali  almoft  fet  themfelves,  and  yet  there 
are  Rules  tor  this  in  Nature:  and  as  great  a  certainty  of  Quantity 
in  our  Syllables,  as  either  m^hc  Greek  or  I^t/M  :  But  let  Poets  and 
judges  underftand  thofe  firfl:,  and  tlicn  let  them  begin  to  {ludy 
gLih.    V^'lien  they  have  chaw  d  a  v\  hile  upon  thefe  Preliminaries,  it 
mav  be  they  will  fcarce  adventure  to  tax  me  with  want  of  Thought, 
and  Elevation  of  Fancy  in  this  Work;  for  they  v.iil  foonbefatisiied, 
That  thofe  are  not  of  the  nature  of  this  fort  of  Writing:  The  nc- 
celiity  of  double  Rhimes,  and  ordering  of  the  Words  and  Numbers 
for  the  fweetnefs  of  the  Voice,  are  the  main  Hinges  on  which  an 
J  mull  move ;  and  both  of  thefe  are  without  the  compafs  of 
any  Art  to  teach  another  to  performfunlefs  Nature  in  the  firft  place 
Jias  done  her  part,  by  endumg  the  Poet  with  that  nicety  of  hearing, 
'that  tlieDifcord  of  Sounds  in  Words  fhall  as  much  offend  him,  as  a 
Seventh  in  Mufick  wou'd  a  good  Compofer.    I  have  therefore  no 
need  to  make  Excufes  for  Meannefs  of  Thouglit  in  many  places: 
The  Italians^  With  all  the  Advantages  of  their  Language,  are  ccn- 
tinuaily  forc'd  upon  it ;  orrather  they  affect  it.    The  chief  Secret 
-is  in  the  choice  or  Words ;  and  by  this  Ciioice  I  do  not  here  mean 
Elegancy  oi  Expreiiion  ;  tut  Propriety  of  Sound,  to  be  varied  -ac- 
cording to  the  Nature  of  the  Subject.    Perhaps  a  time  may  come, 
when  J  may  treat  of  this  more  largely,  out  of  fome  Obiervations 
whicii  I  have  made  irom  Homer  and  i'irgii^  who  amongft  all  the 
Poets,  only  underftood  the  Art  oP  Numbers,  and  of  that  which 
•vas  properly  calfd  Ritbmus  by  the  Ancients. 

The  lame  Reafons  which  deprefs  Thougiit  in  an  Operj^  have  a 
flronger  ESedl  upon  the  Words ;  efpecially  in  our  Language  :  For 
there  is  no  maintaining  the  Purity  of  Englijl  in  ihort  Meafures, 
'\\'hcTe  the  Rhime  returns  fo  quick,  and  is  fo  often  Female,  or  dou- 
ilc  &bime,  which  is  not  natural  to  our  Tongue,  becaufe  it  con  fills 
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too  much  of  Monofyllables,  and  thofe  too,  moft  commonly  clcgg*d 
with  Confonants ;  for  which  rea(bn  I  am  often  forc'd  to  Coin  new 
Words,  revive  fome  that  are  antiquated  ,  and  botch  others ;  as  if  I 
had  not  ferv'd  out  my  Tiqie  in  Poetry,  but  was  bound  'Prentice  to 
fome  Doggrel  Rhimer,  who  makes  Sengs  to  Tunes>  and  fings  them 
for  a  Livelihood.  'Tis  true,  I  have  not  been  often  put  to  this  Drud- 
gery ;  but  where  I  have,  the  Words  will  fufficiently  fliew,  that  I 
was  then  a  Slave  to  the  Compofition,  which  I  will  never  be  again : 
'Tis  my  part  to  Invent,  and  the  Mufician's  to  Humour  that  Inven- 
tion. I  may  be  ccunfell'd,  and  will  always  follow  my  Friend  s  Ad- 
vice, where  I  find  it  reafonable  but  will  never  part  with  the  Power 
of  the  Milftta. 

I  am  now  to  acquaint  my  Reader  with  fomewhat  moreparticu 
lar  concerning  this  Opera^it^r  having  begg  d  his  Pardon  for  fo  long 
a  Preface  to  fofhort  a  Work.  It  was  originally  intended  only  for 
a  Prologue  to  a  Play,  of  the  Nature  of  the  TempeH ;  which  is  a 
Tragedy  mix'd  with  Opera ;  or  a  Drama  written  in  blank  Verfe, 
adorn'd  with  Scenes,  Machines,  Soxigs  and  Dances :  So  that  the 
Fable  of  it  is  all  fpoken  and  aded  by  the  beft  of  the  Comedians  ; 
the  other  part  of  the  Entertainment  to  be  perlormy  by  the  fame 
Singers  and  Dancers  who  are  introduced  in  this  prefent  Opera,  It 
cannot  properly  be  calfd  a  Play,  becaufe  the  Aition  of  it  is  fup- 
pos'd  to  be  conducted  fometimes  by  fupernaturaf  Means,  or  Ma- 
gick;  nor  an  Opera^  becaufe  the  Story  of  it  is  not  fung.  But  more 
of  this  at  its  proper  time  :  But  fome  intervening  Accidents  having 
hitherto  deferr'd  the  performance  of  the  main  Defign,  I  propos'J 
to  the  Adors,  to  turn  the  intended  Prologue  into  an  Entertainment 
by  itfelf,  as  you  now  fee  it,  by  adding  two  A(Xs  more  to  what  I 
had  already  written.  The  Subjcd  of  it  is  wholly  Allegorical  3  and 
the  Allegory  it  felf  fo  very  obvious,  that  it  will  no  fooner  be  read 
than  underftood.  'Tis  divided  accordiog  to  the  plain  and  natural 
Method  of  ever}^  Adlion,  into  Three  Parts.  For  even  Ar'ijlotle 
fiimfelf  is  contented  to  fay  fimply.  That  in  all  AcSlions  there  is  a 
Beginning,  a  Middle,  and  an  End  ;  after  which  Model,  ail  the  Spa- 
nifl)  Plays  are  built. 

Tlie  Defcriptions  of  the  Scenes ,  and  other  Decorations  cf  the 
Stage,  I  had  from  Mr,  B^ttertony  who  has  fpar'd  neither  for  Indu- 
ftry ,  nor  Cofl: ,  to  make  this  Entertainment  perfed:,  nor  for  In- 
vention of  the  Ornaments  to  beautifie  it.

^To  conclude,  Though  the  Enemies  of  theCompofer  are  not  few, 
and  that  there  is  a  Party  form'd  againft  him  ,  of  his  own  Profeffion, 
I  hope,  and  am  perfuaded,  that  this  Prejudice  will  turn  in  the  end 
to  his  Advantage.  For  thegreatcll:  part  of  an  Audience  is  always 
uninterefsM,  though  feldom  knowing  ;  and  if  the  Mufick  be  well 
compos'd,  and  well  performed,  they  who  find  themlelves  pleas'd, 
Vv'ill  be  fo  wife  ns  not  to  be  irnpos'd  upon,  and  foofd  out  of  their 
Jatisfadion.  The  nev;nefs  of  the  Undertaking  is  all  the  hazard  : 
When  Operas  w^ere  firft  fet  up  in  France^  they  w^ere  not  folJow'd 
over  eagerly  ;  but  they  gaiad  daily  upon  their  Hearers,  till  they 
grew  to  that  height  of  Reputation,  which  they  now  enjoy.  The 
^Englilh  Iconfefs,  are  not  altogether  fo  Mufical  as  French;  and 
^  yet  they  have  been  pleas'd  already  with  the  Tempefi ,  and  fome 
Pieces  that  folio w'd,  which  w' ere  neither  much  better  Written,  not 
fo  well  compos'd  as  this.  If  it  finds  encouragement,  I  dare  pro- 
iriifc  my  fdf  to  mend  my  Hand,  by  making  a  more  pleafing  Fable  : 
In  the  meantime,  every  Loyal  ^//^///^'w^^  cannot  but  befatisfv'd 
with  the  Moral  of  this,  which  fo  J^lajnly  regrefents  the  double.  Rer

He  had  been  pleased  twice  or  thrice  to  command^  that  it  ^cud  he 
pra£lisd  before  him^  efpecially  the  Fir  ft  and  Third  A^s  of  it ;  and 
publickly  declard  more  than  oncc^  That  the  Compofjtion  and  Choruses 
voere  more  jE«/?,  and  more  Beautiful^  than  any  he  had  heard  in  Eng- 
land. How  nice  an  Ear  he  had  in  Mufick^  is  Sufficiently  known his 
Traife  tljerefore  has  ejlablifb'd  the  Reputation  of  ity  above  Cenjure^ 
and  made  it  in  a  manner  Sacred,  ^Tis  therefore  humbly  and  religi- 
oufiy  dedicated  to  his  Memory, 

It  might  reafonably  have  been  expe^ledy  that  his  Death  mnsi  have 
changd  the  whole  Fabrick  af  the  Opera.;  or  at  leaH  a  great  part  oi 
it.  But  the  Defign  of  it  originally  was  fo  happy ^  that  it  needed 
no  alteration^  properly  fo  caWd ;  for  the  Addition  of  Twenty  or  Thir^
